Black September was the PLO off- 
shoot that staged the murderous rt- 
tack on Israeli athletes at the 
Munich Olympics in 1972. 

The caller said further bombs 
would explode in Brussels and 
AnLwerp and ended his call with the 
battle cry, "Palestine will win," the 
official said. 

The public prosecutor denied 
reports that responsibility was 
claimed by the Black September 
organization, and police said it was 
unlikely that any of the phone calls 
claiming responsibility for the ex- 
plosion was authentic. 

Police sources said that the 
registration number fQund on "the 
chassis of the Leyland van revealed 
it was bought about a week ago 
from a Brussels second-hand car 
dealer. It carried a transit licence 
plate of the kind delivered to 
foreigners residing for a short while 
in Belgium.

Poland tense, strike-bound, 


after police-worker clashes 


WARSAW (Reuter). — Strikes and 
strike alerts multiplied throughout 
Poland yesterday and tension 
remained high in the major mining 
centre of Katowice after clashes ' 
between police and Solidarity free 
trade union supporters on Tuesday 
night. 

In the western province of 
Zielona Gora about 150,000 
workers staged a one-hour warning 
strike yesterday and threatened an 
indefinite strike today. 

They demand the reinstatement 
of a Solidarity shop steward in a 
state farm and the sacking of his 
chief and a higher official they hold 
responsible. 

In Katowice, Solidarity members 
patrolled the streets with police and 
troops after riots there on Tuesday 
night, following police action to 
confiscate Solidarity publications. 


Polish state television on Tuesday 
night said that the police acted in 
Kalowice to confiscate anti-Soviet 
propaganda. 

Solidarity described the report as 
“a vulgar lie” and said the reference 
to police armed with riot gear was 
the only bit of truth in it. The union 
says the police also used tear gas to 
disperse a crowd of 5,000 people. 

. Solidarity leader Lech Walesa, 
due home from a week's visit to 
France yesterday, was held up in 
Paris for over five hours by striking 
Air France employees blocking the 
runways to back a pay claim. 

Asked by reporters to comment 
on Prime Minister Wojciech 
Jaruzelski being named Polish Com- 
munist Party leader, Walesa said the 
appomtment “concentrates power 
and it will be easier to deal with one 
person than several.” 


NATO unites behind U.S. 


on arms deployment, talks 



GLENEAGLES, Scotland. — The 
NATO allies laid the groundwork 
yesterday for the forthcoming arms 
control talks with the USSR, a show 
of unity sought by the U.S. in its 
bargaining table confrontation with 
the Soviet Union. 

The "rocky road" towards up- 
grading nuclear weapons in Europe 
-.with the deployment of new, longer 
range missiles depends in large part 
on the outcome of the negotiations, 
set to open in Geneva on November 
30, a senior U.S. defence official 
said in' London. 

The 1 3 NATO defence ministers 
emphatically reaffirmed their 1979 
decision to deploy 108 Pershing II 
and 464 Cruise missiles in five Euro- 
pean countries, and to seek arms 
control talks with the Soviets at the 
same time — what is called the two- 
track approach to meeting the 
perceived Soviet threat. 

The Soviet Union has targeted 
against Europe about 175 of 250 
mobile SS-20 missiles, each with 
three warheads, plus another 350 
older SS-4 and SS-5 missiles, U.S. 
defence officials said. NATO has 
nothing comparable able to hit the 
Soviet Union, 

“Ministers noted with concern 
that the imbalance in long-range 
theatre (European) nuclear forces 
has not only continued but has. 
worsened," the six-page 11 -point 
communique said. . 


They said their decision to 
modernize NATO's nuclear forces 
had been instrumental in driving the 
Soviet Union to the negotiating 
table and would remain a vital chip 
in the bargaining process. 

Meeting at a luxury golf resort 
hotel amid security so tight that 
even the hotel ginger cat was given 
credentials, the ministers discussed 
the political problems posed by the 
growing European ban-the-bomb 
movement. 


In Washington, meanwhile, U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan yesterday 
branded as “outright deception" 
any suggestion that the U.S. could 
consider fighting a nuclear war at 
Europe's expense. 

In an attempt to allay European 
doubts about U.S. nuclear strategy 
touched offby weekend remarks to 
newspaper editors, Reagan said: 
“We regard any military threat to 
Europe as a threat to the U.S. 
itself.” 


In his weekend talk, Reagan had 
said he did not know whether there 
could be a nuclear exchange limited 
to Europe. 

The remark caused consternation 
among some European officials and 
apparently led to a renewed de- 
mand by Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev that Reagan reject the 
idea of fighting a nuclear war. (UPI, 
Reuter) 


Settlers’ break-in foiled at 
the Tomb of the Patriarchs

Settlers from Kiryat Arba tried 
for the second time in a month to 
enter the Tomb of the Patriarchs 
under the Ibrahim! Mosque in 
Hebron on Monday during mid- 
night prayers in the adjoining Ohel 
Avraham synagogue. They were 
halted by soldiers, but none were ar- 
rested. 

A Moslem guard discovered the. 
settlers digging up the mosque floor 
above the tomb and summoned 
soldiers, who are permanently 
stationed there to prevent dashes 
between Jewish and Arab worship- 
pers. The troops immediately stop- 
ped the digging and called the local 
military governor. 

Hebron mayor Mustafa Natshe 
accused some of the settlers of 
beating the Moslem guard in the 
presence of the military governor. 
This was denied by the setticra and 
the mDitary government made no 
comment on the reported accusa- 
tion last night. 

The military governor took down 
the names of eight settlers who were 


said to be involved in the incident, 
which took place under cover of 
Hoshana Raba payers in the tyn- 
agogue. It is not known what action, 
if any, is to be taken against them. 

Earlier the same evening in 
Hebron, Justice Minister Moshe 
Nissim and Communications 
Minister Mordechai Zipori par- 
ticipated in the installation of an an- 
cient Tora scroll in the restored 
Avraham Avinu Synagogue in the 
town's old Jewish quarter. The 
scroll was part of the estate of Nis- 
sim’s late father, former Sephardi 
chief rabbi_Yitzhak Ninim. 

Earlier this month, several set- 
tlers from Kiryat Arba broke into 
the tomb, which is traditionally held 
to contain the remains of Abraham, 
Isaac and Jacob, during prayers on 
the eve of Rosh Hash ana. The inch 
dent raised passions in the staunchly 
Moslem city and the military 
government helped the municipality 
reseal the tomb with reinforced 
concrete and marble slabs. 

The military government refused 
to comment on the incident last 
night.

Britain, Italy likely to join 
Sinai force — U.S. gratified

WASHINGTON. — The Reagan 
administration is delighted that Bri- 
tain has joined France and Italy in 
indicating a readiness to participate 
in the multinational peacekeeping 
force in Sinai. 

U.S. officials believe that other 
Western countries, possibly in- 
cluding Australia, New Zealand and 
Canada, will now also be prepared 
to send troops to the 2,500 man unit, 
slated to be in place before next 
April’s final Israeli withdrawal from 
Sinai. 

The U.S. has already agreed to 
dispatch 1,000 soldiers to the force. 
Fiji, Paraguay and Colombia had 
earlier also agreed to participate. 

French President Francois Mit- 
t erand told U.S. reporters this week 
that he is ready to support the 
peacekeeping mission. The State 
Department reacted with a strong 
statement of support. 

“ The Washinton Post and The New 


■ York Times yesterday said that Bri- 
tain was now also prepared to par- 
ticipate. 

T o ease expected anger over such 
participation, the West Europeans 
may try to couple their support for 
the Camp David accords with in- 
dications of fresh support for Saudi 
Crown Prince Fahd’s eight-point 
peace plan. 

European Community experts are 
expected to examine the issue in 
London tomorrow and the com- 
munity's foreign ministers may 
publish a statement at their meeting 
in Brussels next Tuesday, diplomats 
said. 

The Associated Press reported 
yesterday that both the British and 
Italian governments are still con- 
sidering whether to join the 
peacekeeping force, and have not 
yet reached a final decision. Italy 
was urged yesterday by Iraqi 
Foreign Minister Saadam Hammadi 
not to contribute to the force. He 
hinted that Italy would be rewarded 
with increased oil supplies.

The move also contravenes cur- 
rent Finance Ministry policy of cut- 
ting back on economic activity 
through budget slashes. Com- 
munications Minisler Mondechai 
Zipori, in stressing the importance 
of telephone development plans, 
added that a budget cut would have 
meant fewer orders from local 
firms. 

Zipori, who said that there have 
so far been no complaints about the 
large increase in price, noted that 
the real cost of installing ' a new 
phone is at least IS25.000, reaching 
as high as 1S500.00Q in distant loca- 
tions . But he admitted that the sum 
is slowly paid back by subscribers' 
monthly service fees. 

The last price increase, in 
-September, was limited to a low 30 
per cent, in opposition to Zipori’s 
request for a 92 per cent rise. At the 
time, his director-general, Gideon 
Lev, announced that the price of 
new phones was being kept inten- 
tionally low to enable low- 
income persons to afford them, and 
that the lower price was financially 
worthwhile because it meant more 
phones would be sold. 

But almost overnight, the policy 
changed from one extreme to the 
other.

week. 

On Sunday, Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Kama! Hassan Ali and 
Minister of State for Foreign Affairs 
Butros Ghali are due in Israel for 
talks on the withdrawal from: Sinai, 
b ut'sources in Jerusalem httvs said 
that should their participation in the 
autonomy talks be required, time 
could be found. 

The Egyptian delegation consists 
of 15 experts in various fields, in- 
cluding eight diplomats. While 
Israel will be closely monitoring 
their proposals and responses for 
any sign of changes in Egyptian 
policy following the death of Sadat 
and the election of Hosni Mubarak, 
it is generally felt that “this is not 
the time nor arc these the people.” 

Mobarak himself called cm Israel 
to be “more flexible on questions of ' 
principle, especially after the death 
of President SadaL" In an interview 
published in yesterday’s Ycdiot 
Ahronot, Mubarak said that Israel 
should try to reach agreement on 
the question of autonomy as soon as 
possible. But replying to a question 
on normalization between the two 
countries, he urged patience on 
what he called “a sensitive issue.” 
“Don't try and push things," he 
said. 

Both the Americans and the 
Egyptians are expected to raise 
once again their requests for 
“gestures of goodwill” in the ter- 


It is in this context too that the 
joint U.S .-Egyptian request to allow 
the expelled mayors of Hebron and 
Halhoul, Fahd Kawasma and 
Mohammed Milhem to return 
might once again be raised. There 
have been indications that some 
members of the government, in- 
volved in the autonomy talks favour 
Tuch a move. w 


But gestures aside, Israel and 
Egypt seem as wide apart as ever on 
the basic issues of the proposed 
autonomy. Begin yesterday briefed 
the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee on - the 
forthcoming talks and 
acknowledged that a breakthrough 
on the question of representation on 
the proposed administrative council 
was a key to progress on the entire 
autonomy issue. At the same time, 
he was reported to have said that 
while agreement could perhaps be 
achieved by April next year, when 
Israel completes its withdrawal 
from Sinai, Israel should not tie 
itself to a target date. 

Begin yesterday ruled out an 
American proposal raised previous- 
ly during the Carter Administration 
to allow the mayors in the West 
Bank and Gaza to nominate can- 
didates for the planned ad- 
ministrative council. Israel insists 
that the elections be fully 
democratic, as agreed in the Camp 
David accords. This would also 
limit the influence of the generally 
pro-PLO mayors in the towns.

Jerusalem blacks out city walls

“There 
was no figure set but the thinking 
was about a one per cent tax to be 
imposed only in four and five star 
hotels." said the spokesman. 


The municipal executive decided 
on the blackout at the end of 
August but delayed implementation 
until after the holidays. 


Pilots say government policy 


is jeopardizing local airlines

TEL AVIV. — Israel’s airlines are in 
jeopardy because of the govern- 
ment's “open sky” policy, the Israel 
Airline Pilots Association charged 
yesterday. 

The association’s spokesmen 
demanded -in a press conference 
that the government protect Israeli 
airlines, as other governments 
protect theirs, put a stop to air 
piracy, and ensure that 70 per cent 
of the charter flights to and from 
Israel go to Israeli airlines. 

Pilots Association chairman 
Yitzhak Gonen said that the charter 
flights damage regular airlines 
rather than develop additional 
tourism markets. He added that the 
governments of Greece, Spain, Ger- 
many, Scandinavia, Australia, 
Japan, Brazil and others protect 
their national carriers from foreign 
charter companies. ' 


On another issue, he said that 
stopping El Al’s flights on the Sab- 
bath and on holidays would have 
disastrous consequences, losing El 
Al many markets - 

The chairman of El Al’s pilots 
works committee, Bezalel Ofer, said 
that it was obvious by now that El 
At would soon stop flying on the 
Sabbath and on holidays. But this 
was denied by official El Al sources 
yesterday, who said no decision had 
been reached yet about Ei APs Sab- 
bath operations. 

In another development, E! Al. 
yesterday announced that it will 
compete with the newly founded 
Israeli airline Maof in every way 
possible, both with its regular and 
charter flights. El APs manager., of 
media and public relations, Arnold 
Sherman, also denied Maofs 
charges that it was being dis- 
criminated against in favour of El Al 
and other charter companies.

German neo-Nazis die 


in shootout with police 


MUNICH (UPI). — Two neo-Nazis 
were shot dead and two policemen 
wounded in a nighttime shootout 
between police and French and 
German extremists on their, way to 
rob a bank, authorities said here 
yesterday. 

Bavarian Interior Minister 
Gerold Tandler said a third member 
of the armed band was severely 
wounded by the gunfire. Minutes 
after the shooting, police swooped 
on the nearby home of a known 
neo-Nazi, arresting him and his Ira- 
nian tenant and seizing It bundles 
of explosives and ammunition 
stashed in the garage, police chief 
Manfred Schreiber said. Police also 
seized a carload of guns, hand 
grenades, ammunition and tear gas 
at the shootout, Schreiber said. 


The incident underscored a warn- 
ing from Federal Interior Minister 
Gerhart Baum earlier this year that 
“rising neo-Nazi fanaticism*' is 
gathering strength in West Ger- 
many, with 113 acts of right-wing 
violence reported in 1980 as com- 
pared to 97 in 1979. 

Schreiber said plainclothes police 
had kept watch on the home of 
Friedhelm Busse, 52, a known neo- 
Nazi, after being tipped that right- 
wingers were .meeting there. When 
five men left the house in a French 
car, police gave chase, stopped the 


vehicle and, guns drawn, asked the 
men to get out. 

The men refused and hurled a 
hand grenade from the car. A brief 
gun battle ensued, Schreiber said. 
The two Germans, who died on the 
way to the hospital, were identified 
os Kurt Woifgram. 21, and Klaus 
Uhl, 24. 

The three other men were iden- 
tified as Frenchman Pascal Cdetta, 
19. the driver of the car, and 
Germans Peter Fabei and Peter 
Hamberger, both 18. Uhl and Wolf 
both had previous convictions for 
right-wing activity and Fabei was a 
member of a neo-Nazi youth 
organization attached to the group 
headed by Busse, Tandler said. 

. Hamberger had trained with the 
banned neo-Nazi Defence Sports 
Group in Lebanon, authorities said. 
Gundolf Koehler, a suspected neo- 
Nazi also linked to the group, was 
responsible for the worst right-wing 
attack in West German history, 
when he planted a bomb at the 
Munich Oktoberfest on September 
26, 1980, blowing himself up, killing 
12 others and injuring more than 
200 . 

Investigators have turned up links 
between B usse's group and the PLO 
in Lebanpn. Other neo-Nazi bands 
are said to have links to the U.S.. 
Canada, Britain, Spam, France and 
Austria. 


2 policemen die in ambush 
by terrorists outside Rome 


ROME (UPI). — A commando of 
terrorists, believed to be right-wing 
extremists, shot and killed an anti- 
terrorist police captain and his 
police driver yesterday in the se- 
cond murder of police ia Italy in 
three days. 

Police said at least seven ter- 
rorists took part in the ambush in a 
village 15 kilometres southeast of 
Rome that killed Captain Franco 
Strauliu, 26, of the anti-terrorist • 
police and his policeman driver 
Ciriaco di Roma, 30. 


The terrorists threw a smoke 
bomb in front of the small red Fiat 
in which Strauliu and Di Roma 
were driving to work at police head- 
quarters in Rome' as the car drove 
through a narrow tunnqj under a 
subway line. Then they riddled the 
car with bursts of automatic fire 
from a light machinegun and 
machine pistols. 

The ambush followed the killing 
of two anti-terrorist police and the 


wounding of a third by terrorists in a 
busy Milan street on Monday. ' 

More than four hours after the 
shooting, three telephone calls to 
Rome newspapers claimed respon- 
sibility for the Artned Revolutionary 
Nuclei, a right-wing group long ac- 
tive in the Rome region. But 
another cal! to the Italian News 
Agency denied that the NAR group 
was involved. 

Police said Strauliu, a Sardinian, 
had been engaged for months in a 
police crackdown on the NAR ter- 
rorists which has led to the arrest of 
some 100 suspects in recent months. 
Many of those arrested came from 
the region around the Rome beach, 
resort of Ostia, near the scene of the 
ambush. 

Police backed by a helicopter set 
up roadblocks over a wide area in 
an attempt to And the killers, who 
escaped in two automobiles. They 
found the two cars abandoned some 
kilometres away a few hours after 
the shootings 


Weather-woman arrested 
in NY armoured car heist 


NYACK, New York (UPI). - 
Kathy Boudin, a member of the 
Weather Underground 
revolutionary group and hunted by 
the FBI for more than 10 years was 
among four people arrested on 
Tuesday in a SI .6m. armoured car 
robbery, officials said yesterday. 

Boudin was sought for more than 
10 years for her alleged role in an 
explosion that levelled a Greenwich 
Village house where bombs .were 
reportedly being assembled, and kil- 
led t hree people. _ 

District Attorney Kenneth 
Gribctz said she was arrested in a 
robbery on Tuesday in which two 
police officers and a security guard 
were killed. 

The house destroyed in 1970 


belonged to the father of Cathlyn 
Platt Wilkerson, another member of 
the Weather Underground, who 
surrendered to face charges of . in- 
volvement in the blast on July 8, 
1980. 

Wilkerson and an accomplice, al- 
legedly Boudin, were seen leaving 
the townhous e sho rtly after the 
blast. Enough explosives were later 
found in the house to level an entire 
city block. _ 

Federal investigators believe 
Boudin was living in the Soviet 
Union at some point during her dis- 
appearance. 

The four suspects in custody for 
the arrnouTed car robbery, in- 
cluding Boudin, were charged with 
three counts of felony murder. 


Turkish junta interrogates ex-premier 


ANKARA (Reuter). — Turkey’s 
martial law administrators called in 
former prime minister Bulent 
Ecevit for questioning yesterday 
after he criticised the militaiy ad- 
ministration, but he was released 
after more than an hour. 

The 56-year-old leader of the now 
dissolved Republican People's 
Party said he was summoned before 
a martial law prosecutor to discuss a 
statement which he sent to the State 
Broadcasting Corporation on Tues- 
day. 


The statement was not broadcast 
or published in the local press, but 
was made available to reporters. It 
was the first public criticism here of 
the generals' rule in Turkey since 
they seized power in a bloodless 
coup 13 months ago. 

His statement defied a military 
decree issued last June intended to 
prevent Ecevit and other former 
politicians from making political 
statements. Ignoring the decree 
could lead to a prison sentence for 
Ecevit, legal sources said.

First socialist government 
sworn into office in Greece 


ATHENS (AP). -- President Con- 
stantine Karamanlis yesterday 
swore in a 39-member Socialist 
government, the first in Greece's 
political history, led by Premier 
Andreas Papandreou. 

Papandreou, 62, also retained the 
sensitive Defence Ministry port- 
folio. 

loannis Haralambopoulos, 62, a 
veteran parliamentarian and a 
retired army officer, is foreign 
minister. He was arrested several 
times during the six-year rule of the 
military junta for activities against 
the regime. Haralambopoulos will 
have as one of his undersecretaries 
Carolos Papoulias, a 52-year-old 
lawyer and expert in international 
affairs known for his ties wkh the 
Palestinian Liberation Organization 
and the Polisario Front now 
fighting Morocco over the western 
Sahara region. 


Papoulias favours upgrading the 
present PLO information office in 
Athens to the status of an embassy. 

PLO leader Yasser ArafaL on 
Tuesday hailed Papandreou’s vic- 
tory and called it “a real success of 
our friend and the friend of the 
Arab peoples.” 

"This will have a great effect not 
only inside Greece, but in the 
Mediterranean area as a whole,” 
Arafat added. 

The one technocrat in the cabinet 
is Paraskevas Avgerinos, minister of 
social welfare. 

Economic coordinator is 
Apostolos Lazaris, a 61 -year-old 
economist and university professor, 
who has been described as 
Papandreou’s top planning director. 

Actress-politician Melina 
. Mercouri, the only woman to 
become a full minister, heads the 
Ministry of Culture and Sciences. 


CANCUN, Mexico (Reuter). — 
The world's poorest countries, con- 
centrated in black Africa and Asia, 
are looking for a breakthrough on 
energy and food issues at this 
week’s North-South summit, ac- 
cording to international aid experts 
here. 

For . the 31 countries the UN 
defines as least developed, discus- 
sion on reforming the international 
monetary system and stimulating 
world trade is secondary to the im- 
mediate need to feed their people 
and meet their minimal energy re- 
quirements. 

Twenty of the poorest countries 
are in sub-Saharan Africa, wracked 
by drought in recent years and now 
facing some of the biggest refugee 
problems in the world. The aid ex- 
perts said the poorest countries 
were placing greatest hope in 
progress on plans to stimulate their 
domestic energy-production. 

By definition, the 31 are non-oil 
producers and because' of their low 
level of economic activity they are 
relatively minor importers of fuel. 
Nevertheless, energy price rises in 
the past decade have put a huge 
strain on their budgets. 

One project that could ease the 
burden is for an energy , affiliate of 
the World Bank to finance energy 
exploration and production to meet 
domestic supplies in the poorest 
countries. At the moment .commer- 
cial companies are reluctant to in- 
vest money in poor and potentailly 
unstable regions without the sort of 
guarantees that such an organiza- 
tion could provide, the experts say. 

The aim of the energy body 
would be to allow the poorest 
countries to produce enough energy 


for - their own needs with perhaps. a 
little left over for export. Projects 
could range from oil and. coal ex- 
ploration to hydro-electric schemes, 
and even tree planting programmes 
to. replenish supplies- of firewood,' 
the staple fuel in many third world- 
countries. . ' 

Ah irony of the poorest countries 
plight is that, while they are all 
predominantly agricultural, they are 
also net importers of food and. much, 
of their papulation is under-= 
nourished. ~ . . 

. At- Cancun they will be looking

NEW DELHI (Reuter). — Moslem 
rebels now virtually control Kan- 
dahar, Afghanistan's second largest 
city, diplomatic sources said here 
yesterday. 

The sources said that, according 
to reliable accounts, government of- 
ficials come into Kandahar during 
the day but withdraw to the safety 
of Soviet barracks near the airport 
outside the city by late afternoon. 
They cited similar reports about the 
situation in Herat, in western 
Afghanistan, said to be under rebel 
control during the hours of 
darkness. 

Another unconfirmed report said 
a car carrying Afghan Prime 


Minister Sultan Ali Kish tm and was 
fired on during a visit to Herat on 
October 1, but that he had escaped 
injury. 

The sources said recent reports 
by the Soviet news agency Tass of 
large numbers of rebels being killed 
in Herat province jidded.weight to 
other accounts of intensive fighting 
in the province. 

There were also reports of heavy 
fighting in Logar province south of 
Kabul, the sources said, noting that 
Soviet helicopter activity out of 
Kabul airport, mostly in a southern 
or southwesterly direction, had 
been above normal in the past 
week. 


RABAT (Reuter). — King Hassan 
of Morocco yesterday insisted that 
Polisario guerrillas had used 
Mauritanian territory as a base to 
attack Moroccan forces, the 
Moroccan news agency ' MAP 
reported. 

The king reaffirmed that 
Aydyate, 10 kilometres inside 
Mauritania, was used as a sanctuary 
by the guerrillas. 

In a message to Mauritanian 
President Mohammed Khouna 
Ould Haidalla, the king gave 
detailed itineraries, provided by 
Moroccan reconnaissance, which 
he said were used “regularly and 
constantly” by the’gUemllas to get 
to and from Guifta Zemmour 
across Mauritanian territory. 

Guelta Zemmour, near the 
Moroccan-Mauritanian border, was 


the scene last week of. probably .the 
biggest battle in the conflict over 
the western Sahara, with; -3,000 
troops involved on each side, 
western military sources said. 

Haidalla earlier denied that -the 
Polisario guerrillas had .used 
Mauritanian bases and said Moroc- 
co was trying to justify an attack mi 
Mauritania. 

General Ahmed Dlimi, com- 
mander of the Moroccan forces in 
the western Sahara,' told reporters 
that Moroccan planes had attacked 
guerrillas who fled to Mauritania 
after the battle last week.

Sikh separatists establish ‘consulate’ 


VANCOUVER (AP). — An inter- 
national Sikh secessionist move- 
ment, aiming to take control of the 
state of Punjab from India, has es- 
tablished a “consulate” here, is issu- 
ing “passports,” and its leaders say. 
they are giving military training to 
young Sikh activists. 

Jagjit Singh, the movement's 
leader, has visited the Canadian 
province of British Columbia which 
has an East Indian population of 
about 60,000, about 75 per cent of 
whom are Sikh. 

Singh, "president” of Khalisian 
(the Sikh name for Punjab), has said 
that Vancouver is the “base of the 
Khalistan movement in Canada.” 


The “Consulate of the Republic 
of Khalistan" officially opened here 
two months ago, and Khalisum 
.“currency," printed in the U.S., is 
being distributed from Vancouver. 
Khalistan passports and stamps also 
are available in Vancouver. 


Singh visited Canada in July, 
despite the fact that the Indian 
government had seized his passport 
in April. He plans to visit Canada 
again in November. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI). — Califor- 
nia state senator John Schmitz, an 
extreme rightist John Birch Society 
member who is running for the U.S. 
Senate, says a “military coup” may 
be necessary if the UJ5. wants to 
avoid war or internal decay. 

A coup would be needed to save 
the country if Congress fails to 
enact President Ronald Reagan's 
economic programmes, the one- 
time presidential candidate said in a 
TV interview on Monday. 

Schmitz said his knowledge of 
history and politics has convinced 


him “that we’re getting to that stage 
where a military coup, or some 
other type of waiving of certain con- 
stitutional traditions, might be the 
only way that we could survive.” 
Schmitz, who ran for president in 
1972 on the American Independent 
Party ticket, said he is “relatively 
pleased" with the Reagan ad- 
ministration so far, but- does not 
think Congress will implement the 
president’s economic programmes. 
“The best we could probably hope 
for is a military coup or something 
like that,” he said.

taining a varied and extensive 
agriculture. But volunteers not only 
run counter to the old kibbutz ideal 
of self-sufficiency; they are also an 
unwelcome intrusion in a fulfilled, 
Zionist, and essentially self- 
contained society. 

‘They’re different," says Peres. 
“Some integrate better than others 

— especially those who are Jewish 
and those who are better educated 

— but they’re transients in kibbutz 
life. They’re here only a few weeks 
or months. They don’t care about 
the' kibbutz or understand our way 
of life.” 


The volunteers are left in no 
doubt that they are more necessary 
than welcome. 

“The work is hard 'and dull, and 
they don’t even seem to appreciate 
what we do,” says Kirsten 
Christensen, a 20-year-old secretary 


from Denmark. “They won’t talk to 
us,” says 18-year-old Jonathan 
Lewis from Glasgow, a student and 
Jewish. “They’re not interested in 
our opinions. They'll walk away 
rather than get into a discussion.” 
The volunteers have their own club- 
bar, separate from that of the kib- 
butz, which closes at 10 p.m. They 
run it themselves, and stock it with 
beer and wine from Givat Brenner’s 
mini-mart. Once work is over and 
the swimmming pool closed, Jewish 
and non-Jewish volunteers alike 
congregate in the bar to relax and 
drin k. 

“We’ve made a lot of friends 
among the volunteers,” says 17- 
year-old Karyn Stone, who came 
here with her friend Silvana Manze. 
The two non-Jewish girls from 
North London are both studying for 
their A-levels. “We came here to 
meet people, and we have.” 


“It was a way for us to have a 
cheap holiday.” says Silvana, “and 
to spend it with people our own age. 
It's been lots of fun, except that the 
kibbutz takes advantage of us. 
There’s a lot of bias in the way they 
share out work.” 


This is Karyn’s second visit, and 
she complains about tbe jobs she's 
been assigned this time. “I've 
cleaned rooms, floors, showers and 
toilets. I'd like to work outside, like 
when I was here last year, but now 
I've been put in the kitchen.” 


Stephen Bairfeld, a 22-year-old 
Jewish mathematics student from 
London, was spending six hours a 
day under the sun weeding pear 
orchards when he first arrived. 
“Then I was transferred to the 
aluminium factory,and I was 
delighted at the prospect of Working 
in the shade till they showed me the 


COMPLAINTS about assignments 
are fairly common, but both Jewish 
and non- Jewish volunteers agree 
that it is the non-Jews who get the 
worst jobs of all. 

“If you’re Jewish — and blonde, 
beautiful and French as well — you 
get easier work,” says Silvana. 

Shaun Wickins, a 22-year-old 
non-Jewish Englishman, is a service 
engineer in Epsom. “The American 
and Canadian Jews here get to 
work in the vineyards, whch is one 
of the best jobs,” he says. “The 
British get the chickens or shifting 
irrigation pipes. Imagine carrying 
four live chickens by their feet in 
each hand — 48 lbs. of chicken 
pecking away at you! That's the 
kind of work we get. The Americans 
walk ofT that son of job.” 

Phil from Warrington agrees that 
there is a bias in the way work is as- 
signed, “but it’s only natural. Of 
course the Jewish volunteers are 


favoured. If we were on a farm in 
England, the English volunteers 
would get the best work. I don't 
think the discrimination is 
deliberate, anyway. It just hap- 
pens.” 

From the perspective of the kib- 
butz, the volunteers* work perform- 
ance is often unsatisfactory. 

“We take them because we need 
the help,” says Peres. “We’re not 
runing a holiday camp. We house, 
feed and clothe them, and pay them 
monthly pocketmoney. They work 
six hours a day. and have two days' 
holiday a month in addition to 
Shatibat. They’re entitled to all kib- 
butz services and facilities as well. 

“So you can see that they cost the 
kibbutz a lot of money. Some work 
well, bat others are very lazy. And 
there are always some who don't 
pull their weight, who are rowdy, 
keep their rooms like pigsties, or are 
falling-down-drunk night after 
night. The night of the royal wed- 
ding, for example, some of them 
were staggering around the kibbutz 
shouting at I o'clock in the morn- 
ing. People at Givat Brenner start 
work at 4.30 a.m. You can see, we 
can’t have that kind of disturbance 
here."

Distinguished specialist 


MICHAEL TARTAKOVSKY was 
a distinguished professor 6f car- 
diology at the Medical School of 
Leningrad when he left the Soviet 
Union in 1973. He reached Israel at 
the' start of the Yom Kippur War. 
and was immediately assigned to 
emergency medical duty at 
Beilinson Hospital. Since then he 
has been Director of Cardiology in 
the .Institute for Occupational 
Health at Beit Lowenslein Hospital, 
Ra’abana. As a leading specialist in 
the use of computers in cardiology, 
he was in Italy for an international 
conference on this topic. He plan- 
ned to return directly to Israel from 
the conference, but at the request of 
the Jewish Agency, he slopped in 
Rome to talk .to Russian Jews 
waiting for visas to the U.S. to 
provide first-hand information on. 
life and professional opportunities 
in Israel. It was on this mission that 
he met his tragic fate as the victim 
of a still-unsolved murder on Oc- 
tober 3. 

■ Dr.' Tartakovsky, who was born 
in' 1924, was the author of 200 
papers and several textbooks that 
combined his unique medical and 
mathematical insights into the 
physics of heart .action, in the 
Soviet Union, he had been responsi- 
ble for evaluating cardiac response 
of cosmonauts in space, and in- 
itiated his work in computer 
analysis- in that programme. 

In Israel he transformed the con- 
cept into a new system for testing 
heart disease in workers under stress 


in factories. Even in its pilot phase, 
this • system disclosed many un- 
suspected illnesses and, may have 
saved several lives. Dr. Tartakovsky 
was a founder of the Israel Society 
for Ergonomy (Human Engineer- 
ing), and was its chairman at the 
time of his death.

He was a lover of books, who 
took his savings, when fired durina : 
the “Doctors’ Trials ” to buy a 
French encyclopedia for his wife 
Sophie, a professional translator.

A three-man bench of the High 
Court' of Justice is soon to take up a 
private investor's request for drastic 
changes in stock exchange regula- 
tions so as to prevent discriminatioo 
between shareholders. 


' At present, not all shares of equal 
price have equal voting rights. By 
the issue of various types of shares, 
some companies ensure that 
members of the public can never 
aquire the voting power to unseat 
the companies' boards or make any 
other substantial change, even if 
they hold a majority financial in- 
terest. 


A Jerusalem lawyer, Efraim 
Abramson, went to the High Court 
to claim that the shares he owns 
would be worth a great deal more 
than their present value if they en- 
joyed full voting rights. He asks the 


court to instruct the Finance 
Minister, the Securities Authority 
and the. Tel Aviv Stock Exchange 
board to amend the current Ex- 
change regulations so as to end dis- 
crimination between the 
shareholders. 

The Stock Exchange chairman. 
Dr. Meir Heth, is understood to 
have welcomed Abramson's ap- 
plication to the High Court, as he 
would appreciate legal backing for 
his own desire to ban the trade in 
shares of companies which practise 
discrimination. 

Abramson’s brief claims that the 
recent issues of Bank Leumi, Bank 
Hapoalim and Union Bank brought 
in vast sums of money from the 
public. While the minority of in- 
vestors who hold the shares with 
real power did not yield any of this 
power.

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Focus on autonomy 



THERE COULD be no better evidence that Egypt seems deter- 
mined to continue the peace process than yesterday's arrival in Israel 
on schedule of a sizable Egyptian team to attend the second round of 
the renewed autonomy talks. Despite the shattering experience of 
President Sadat's assassination two weeks ago. Egypt's hew Presi- 
dent. Hosni Mubarak, has been making every effort to prove that 
“business is us usual." at least as far as the peace with Israel is con- 
cerned. 

The hitherto taciturn Egyptian leader has probably given more 
press interviews during these past two weeks than during the entire 
six years since Sadat appointed him Vice-President. All have seemed 
designed primarily to reassure Israel and the U.S. that there is not 
going to be any change in policy and to profess his patience with 
regard to the “very difficult and complicated" autonomy negotia- 
tions. 

But there can be no question that, with all the insistence on con- 
tinuing Sadat's policy, one can already discern first signs of that 
policy with a certain difference — at least in emphasis, if not yet in 
substance. Some of these new nuances are certain to emerge right 
away; during the second round of the renewed autonomy talks. 

Far President Mubarak's new ‘Two-tier” approach — maintaining 
the peace process with Israel while seeking to improve Egypt's rela- 
tions with the rest of the Arab world — must have its immediate im- 
pact on Egypt's role in seeking a solution of the vexed Palestinian 
problem. And in the ambiguous jargon of the Camp David agree- 
ments. autonomy is just an accepted euphemism for the first stage on 
the way to such a solution. 

As far back as four weeks ago — a fortnight before Sadat's death 
— when the autonomy talks were resumed at the Mena House in 
Cairo after a 15-month recess, the Egyptians firmly pressed fordirect 
links between the autonomy negotiations and the Palestinians them- 
selves. This trend is likely to become more explicit now that Egypt 
without Sadat will seek to provide even more convincing proof that it 
is not selling out the Palestinians by pursuing a separate peace with 
Israel. Renewed talks by Mubarak of the Palestinians' right to self- 
determination and the need to make contact with the PLO, are only 
an outward expression of that proof. 

Cairo's apparent decision to make the autonomy talks the main 
vehicle of the peace process, yesterday received firm, though not sur- 
prising, support from Washington. Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
and senior State Department' officials have confirmed that, since 
Sadat's death, the U.S. has apparently changed its priorities in its 
slowly emerging Middle East policy. 

The short-lived emphasis on “strategic cooperation” is to give way 
to a policy focusing on the autonomy talks — that is, the Palestinian 
issue — primarily in order to strengthen President Mubarak's regime, 
at home and in the eyes of the Arab world. President Reagan's ad- 
ministration, which for more than eight months failed to decide even 
on how to approach the autonomy talks, has suddenly seen the light 
or what it now perceives to be a likely shortcut — given the necessary 
pressures on Israel — to a comprehensive peace in the region. 

These are serious warning signs for Israel, which must at last now 
negotiate autonomy in earnest, beyond the dry and well-nigh 
meaningless legalistic foFtnulde which so far Hatfe characterized the 
negotiations. 

It was no coincidence that, on the eve of last month's renewed 
autonomy talks in Cairo, Defence Minister Ariel Sharon made public 
his new ideas for confidence-building measures in the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. These went a long way to set the right tone for the 
Cairo round or the talks last month. 

ConsistenTin his approach, Sharon followed up this move with the 
appointment last Monday of Prof. Menahem Milson as civilian 
governor of Judea and Samaria. One of Prof. Mil son's main functions 
is to encourage participation of local Palestinian Arabs in the im- 
plementation of the autonomy proposals. He will also have to hand 
over gradually most aspects of the civilian administration in the West 
Bank to local personnel. 

Backed by such moves on the ground, Israel's negotiators in the 
talks beginning today should find it easier to put through their own 
proposals for full autonomy, in accordance with both the spirit and 
the letter of the Camp David agreements. This would also be the best 
way for Israel to scotch at the very outset any attempt by the Egyp- 
tian side to introduce ideas and formulations which clearly go way 
beyond anything agreed in the carefully-worded Camp David accord. 

The time for just gaining time by protracted legalistic debate' seems 
to be over. Israel's interests would be best served by declaring its full 
intentions at the right moment, when credible concessions on 
Jerusalem's part will have to be recognized and reciprocated by 
Cairo and by Washington. 




|Tjj A SUBSTANCE in 
■ jA’fl spring's first shoots of 
L2U3 grass may provide a 
biological trigger for some animals' 
extraordinary seasonal population 
spurts, researchers say. The finding 
may explain population explosions 
of lemmings that have led to tales of 
lemmings' suicidal migrations to the 
sea, as well as the increase in mating 
among kangaroos when grass ap- 
pears alter a long drought. 

Writing in a recent issue of 
Science magazine, the University of 
Utah researchers say the chemical, 
called 6-methoxybenzoxazolinone, 
appears “to define when a high- 
quality food supply will be available 
to support" a new generation. 

Knowing when food will be 
available is "critical for species in- 
habiting uncertain environments," 
wrote Dr. Edward Sanders and 
three co-authors from the depart- 
ments of biology and chemistry. 

The researchers worked with 
voles, mouse-like mammals that live 
in mountain meadows. 

The researchers said 6-MBOA 
“functions as a cue to initiate 
reproduction." 

• The researchers also noted that 
they found a group of chemicals, 
cinnamic acids, which may provide 
an opposite stimulus — telling the 
voles when not to breed any more. 

The cinnamic acids are found in 
mature grasses 'That may function 
to signal the end of the vegetative 
growing season and therefore the 
deterioration of the plant food 
resource" for the Voles. 


f;r§ RUMMAGING among 
IjmV flint axeheads and other 
stone utensils found aL a 
housing construction site, 
archeologists say they have found 
proof that Neanderthal man or his 
equivalent existed in Japan. That 
means that primitive man roamed 
Japan 20,000 to 30,000 years earlier 
than previously thought. 

Historians say the excavations in 
Miyagi prefecture, 320 kilometres 
north of Tokyo, provide the first 
evidence of an early paleolithic, or 
old stone age, culture in Japan; 

“At the very least, we will have to 
rewrite our textbooks to include this 
hitherto unknown age in Japan," 
said Chosuke Serizawa, a Tohoku 
University professor of archeology. 
“The discoveries show that man in- 
habited Japan in the early pan of 
the old stone age — that in itself is a 
revelation.”

JOINT ACTION TO FIGHT TEKRO 




IF COUNTRIES want to suppress 
and punish terrorism, they “must be 
prepared to create a joint inter- 
national force able to act effectively 
and immediately and, if necessary, 
ruthlessly.” And if that means “that 
innocent lives, including those of 
the hostages, may be lost, so be it,” 
concludes a timely and 
authoritative Canadian research 
report published in London. 

The report, which analyses the 
failure of global diplomacy to con- 
trol terrorism through international 
law, was prepared for the Institute 
of Jewish Affairs in London by 
Professor Leslie C. Green of the 
University of Alberta. 

Its publication coincides with the 
public prediction made by Austrian 
Chancellor Bruno Kreisky, the prin- 
cipal European supporter pf the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, 
of an imminent, fresh wave of terror 
aimed at Jewish targets. The 
probability of such a campaign to be

mounted by various factions of the 
PLO in North America and Western 
Europe has been privately con- 
firmed by Western diplomats. 

The study — “Terrorism and 
International Law" — advocates 
firm and coordinated defensive ac- 
tion by those states which hold “a 
common view on the rule of law." 

Its author observes sadly that at- 
tempts to secure a global agree- 
ment, particularly at the UN, have 
been ineffective in controlling inter- 
national terrorism. 

Professor Green explains that ter- 
rorist acts become a matter of inter- 
national law only when the interests 
of a third state are affected. To 
identify such an act requires the 
judgement of an international 


criminal' tribunal, but no such body 
has' yet been created. Even ter- 
rorism in the air, which arouses 
most public interest and threatens 
the entire system of international 
transport, has not been tackled ef- 
fectively by the UN. 

The attempts which have been 
made . “floundered,” as Professor 
Green puts it, “on the fact that 
some UN members sympathize with 
such terrorist organizations as those 
affiliated to the PLO, while others, 
like Libya, have not hesitated to 
finance all sorts of terrorist move- 
ments for their own political pur-

THE SHOCK, and grief expressed 
by the Israeli people and their 
political leaders at the assassination 
of President Sadat was certainly un- 
derstandable. But the atmosphere 
that approached near panic over the 
future of the peace process, even 
after it became clear that the 
murder was not the first act of a 
revolution, but rather an isolated 
political murder, was both un- 
justified and counter-productive. It 
has been Israel's lack of under- 
standing of the peace process and 
lack of confidence in it, rather than 
the assassination of Sadat, that have 
posed the greatest threat to it. 

The Syrians, PLO and their rejec- 
tion ist allies have announced that 
Camp David is dead, because it was 
an agreement between two men, 
rather than between their respective 
nations. From these sources, this is ■ 
a reasonable propaganda ploy. But 
how is it possible that' prominent 
Israeli politicians hint at such an 
idea of the peace process. If so, why 
did these same politicians support 
the treaty in the Knesset? Surely, 
President Sadat's mortality was 
never in doubt.

Good personal relations between 
leaders may make negotiating easier 
and more pleasant, but haven't 
served as the basis for foreign policy 
decisions since the days when kings 
ruled by “divine right" — if even 
then. By placing so much emphasis 
on personal relations. Begin tends 
to increase public anxiety when the 
object of his friendship is no longer 
his negotiating partner. 


IN REALITY, Sadat’s true feelings 
toward Begin are irrelevant. He was 
an extremely shrewd politician, a 


superb diplomat. He decided in the 
1970s to bring Egypt, and eventually 
the entire Arab world, into the 
Western alliance, as a counter to 
the dangers of Soviet and radical 
Arab predominance in the Middle 
East. This move also was calculated 
to pump badly needed capital and 
advanced technology into the Egyp- 
tian economy, neither of which 
could he obtain from the Soviet 
Union.
